Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



2. Claims 1 , 2, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Noiles (4,060,089). Noiles discloses, in figures 1 and 2, a graft fixation device with a 
first and second implantation members (17) and a connecting member (16a), where 
each of the implantation members has a longitudinal axis, a proximal end, a distal end, 
an outer surface, a longitudinal passage (28), a proximal annular face, a series of ridges 
on the outer surface (18, 19), and a frustoconical end (18) as part of a cylindrical 
configuration. 



3. Claims 7-1 5 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a method of mounting a matrix to 
tissue, where the method includes the implantation of a graft fixation device to a bone, 
where the device includes first and second implantation members and a connecting 
member between the implantation members, and where each of the implantation 
members has a longitudinal axis, a proximal end, a distal end, an outer surface, and a 
longitudinal passage therethrough.

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a graft fixation 
device with a first and second implantation members and a connecting member, where 
each of the implantation members has a longitudinal axis, a proximal end, a distal end, 
an outer surface, a longitudinal passage, and where the connecting member has a 
central section and rod members, where the rod members are substantially parallel to 
the longitudinal axes of the implantation member,and where the central section is 
substantially perpendicular to the rod member, or where the connecting member has a 
semi-circular configuration. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Jamiolkowski et al. (4,889,1 19), Green (4,994,073), and Hermes 
(5,282,829) teach implantation devices.
